SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

TO  THE  HONORABLE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 
AND  CITIZENS  OF  JEFFERSON 

1.     TEACHERS 

The  town  of  Jefferson  was  fortunate  last  year 
in  being  able  to  retain  the  majority  of  its  teaching^ 
force,  since  but  two  changes  took  place.  Miss  Prit- 
chard  and  Miss  Underwood  both  resigned  to  accept 
positions  in  Hanover.  Miss  Vera  L.  Wakefield  of 
Somerville,  Massachusetts,  was  appointed  in  Miss 
Pritchard's  place,  and  Mrs.  Ethel  Cross  of  Lancas- 
ter took  charge  of  the  primary  department  at  the 
Hill. 
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2,     FINANCIAL 

The  town  of  Jefferson  is  fortunate  in  having  no 
school  debt.  Due  to  increased  state  aid,  it  was  pos- 
sible to  reduce  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  local 
taxation  for  the  current  year  by  over  $700.  With 
but  a  few  more  changes  our  school  buildings  will  be 
brought  to  an  up  to  date  condition,  comparing  fav- 
orably with  those  of  any  other  town  in  the  state. 
S,     REPAIRS 

The  high  school  building  was  painted  last  fall 
and  now  presents  a  much  improved  appearance. 
The  Riverton  School  was  shingled.  Storm  windows 
have  been  installed  at  the  Highlands  and  minor  re- 
pairs made  at  the  other  schools.  A  new  piano  has 
been  purchased  for  the  high  school. 

4.  TRANSPORTATION 

The  expense  of  transportation  in  a  country 
town  with  a  widely  scattered  population,  is  a  heavy 
financial  burden.  Jefferson  is  obliged  to  maintain 
four  routes  at  an  annual  expense  of  over  $1,400. 
The  children  from  the  Cherry  Mt.  district  are  being 
carried  to  the  Meadows  School  this  year. 

5.  HEALTH 

A  thorough  physical  examination  was  given  to 
every  child  by  the  school  physician.  Systematic 
health  instruction  is  given  in  each  school.  The  play- 
ground equipment  at  the  Hill  school  is  a  much  ap- 
preciated addition. 

6.  RECOMMENDA  TIONS 

1.  That  a  new  heating  apparatus  be  installed 
at  the  Highlands  school. 

2.  That  the  toilets  at  the  Meadows  and  High- 
lands be  repaired. 

3.  That  a  full  year  of  Algebra  and  of  Geome- 
try be  included  in  the  High  School  curriculum.
